i. The subject of this bulletin is "Attitude of the Communist Party in Syria 
and Lebanon toward Other Partios and Political organizations," and the 
bulletin is intended to conelude the debate whieh arose recently in Party 
circles regarding the Party's stand toward othar political groups in 
Syrla and Lebanonas 


2. The bulletin places primary emphasis on the fact that maneuvers and temporary 
“agrecnents" with the enemy are essential for the Party in its diffieult 
struggle to reach its objectives. In support of this theory, the paper 
quotes liberally from Lenin on the expediency of employing tactical 
taneuvers until the tine is propitious for crushing the enemys Examples 
are quoted of the tactics employed by the Communists in America in their 
rvelations with Henry Wallace's Progressive Party, and those exployed in other 
parts of the world. The bulletin explains the application of such tactics 
in Syria and Lebanon and illustrates the mamer in which the Communists 
could exvediently undertake joint action with local orpanizations, 


3e The bulletin stress the point that the commmist Party's principle 
objectives nay be realized ultinately only by @lininating the political 
authority of the ruling bourgeois class and, consequently, by destroying the 
bourgeois parties. 


Se The bulletin then gives the following examples of how Marxist-Leninist 
teachings could be applied to the circunstances prevailing in Syria and 
Lebanons 


"Ye have said that it is necessary to handle each situation 
separately, But, let us suppose that in a Lebanese village 
there are young men who belong to the Phalanre Party. It

destructive sectarian activities, It has a basic quarrel 
with the Phalange as a sectarian organization which has 
relations with Anglo-American and French imperialism, . 
However, this should not prevent our comrades in that 
Lebanese village from cooperating with the Phalanre ‘ 
in any joint action based’ on a demand made by that village, 
or on & general, specific, or democratic demands Gefos 
against despotic arrests, martial lav, the Palestine war, 
treaties, ete.
